We  had  a  Barbecue  and  Brunswick  Stew  Sale  to  help  defray  expenses  of 
our  New  York  and  Washington  trip  in  the  spring.  We  had  been  waiting  a  long  time  for  the  trip,  and  when  the 
time  finally  arrived,  we  had  no  disappointments.  To  top  our  final  year,  we  had  our  greatest  success,  our 
annual,  the  last  Indian  that  Haw  River  High  School  will  ever  publish. 

As  anyone  can  see,  we  thirty-two  Seniors  have  many  years  of  lasting  memories  to  carry  with  us  in  the 
future.  We  leave  our  Alma  Mater,  dear  old  Haw  River  High,  with  high  hope  in  our  hearts  that  we  will  In 
years  to  come,  be  an  honor  to  ourselves  and  to  our  school.
